In reporting the schools for the year ending July 31, 1902 
we are somewhat at a loss, as the members of the present board 
had nothing to do with the schools the previous year, conse- 
quently cannot give any report from personal knowledge. 
Eleven different teachers were, employed, five of them teaching 
their first school. 

On the whole we think the scholars made fair progress, 
and as far as we can judge, the teachers did their work well. 

One of the greatest hindrances to our school work is the 
' irregular attendance of the scholars, which is not only a loss to 
the ones absent, but in many cases a hindrance to the other 
schelars, and does not appear to our advantage in State and 
town reports. We wish that the parents would interest them- 
selves in this matter and try to have their children perfect in 
their attendance. 

We have endeavored this year to put good teachers in our 
schools and think we have succeded very well. We have had 
but two teachers who have had no previous experience-- Miss 
Julia Alibee and Mr. Victor Clark. Miss Allbee did fair work 
for a beginner and so did Mr. Clark, who labored under some 
disadvantages. His greatest trouble was in not being able to 
govern the school as it ought to be governed. Miss Gould 
who taught the same school the next term encountered the 
same difficulty. 

Children should obey the teacher who is over them as 
they do their parents, and whena boy or girl deliberately dis- 
obeys the teacher’s commands they shou'd be punished, and 
the parents should uphold the teacher in -the matter, and not 
take their children from school as some have done. 

_ Miss Crane taught the spring term at No. 1, and the fall 
and winter terms at No. 3, and gave excellent ‘salisfaction in 
both places. 

All the other schools were a SUCCESS, shen ‘beng no 
trouble except at the Centre, and this matter should have been 
kept entirely out of school matters. 

We are satisfied that Miss Foster did good school work. 

We have introduced into the schools new readers, which 
we hope will prove more interesting and a help to the scholars 
than the old ones which were much defaced and not up to date. 

It would be a decided advantage to the scholars, especial- 
ly to those who go to a higher school, if some of the other 
books were changed for later editions, 


We hope that the year to come will prove more profitable 
than this has been.
